The City Court of the City of 
Palm Springs is a young in stitu ­ 
tion, scarcely out of its sw addling 
clothes, and as 
we 
build 
and 
mould and rear it now in its for­ 
m ative days, so can we hope it 
will be and rem ain in the years 
to come. 
'i, It is a grave responsibility that 
1 ,ib recognize, and it has been and 
always will be our earnest and 
sincere endeavor 
so to conduct 
th e Court and its proceedings, in 
strict accordance with law and in 
the spirit of its founding, that it 
w ill command 
the 
respect and 
tru st not only 
of you, our own 
people, but also of those, not of 
our city, who 
come 
before it, 
either as parlies or as advocates. 
We hope to beget and instill in 
each and every one the confident 
feeling and tru st 
that 
there is 
here at hand a fair and im partial 
tribunal, w here justice, tem pered 
w ith m ercy to fit 
the 
occasion, 
w ill be adm inistered, w ithout re ­ 
spect to persons, free 
from o u t­ 
side influences, and w ithout the 
slightest taint of 
bias or p reju ­ 
dice. 
The C ourt cam e into existence 
w ith the incorporation of the city; 
and by the appointm ent of, and 
at the will of, the City Council, 
the judge thereof holds his of­ 
fice. 
The Court has been constituted 
wisely, w ith th e end in view of 
opening the doors of justice at 
your home, w ithout the necessity 
and inconvenience 
of 
traveling 
afar; to afford you, the people of 
th e city, 
an 
inexpensive 
and 
speedy rem edy at law for m inor 
grievances; and 
to render sub­ 
stantial aid in the prevention and 
punishm ent of crime. 
These are im portant factors in 
our com m unity life, 
and to me 
th e appointm ent came as a d is­ 
tinct opportunity 
to m anifest a 
constant 
thanksgiving to Palm 
Springs. 
Palm Springs has been good to 
m e; it kept me alive w hen I was 
not expected to 
live, 
and 
my 
debt of gratitude 
can never be 
fully repaid. 
A training in the 
law and a deep reverence for its 
form s, and w hatever I m ay have 
of experience, knowledge, talent 
and ability, I bring to the office 
in the hum ble hope that possibly 
thereby the building up of the 
fundam ental 
purposes 
of 
the 
C ourt will be laid on firm foun­ 
dations. 
There is a sym pathy in the 
C ourt for every litigant, and its 
greatest repugnance is to impose 
th e harsh im pact of a judgm ent.

HOLUBAR 


The City of Palm Springs 
and its promising young attor­ 
ney, Roy Colegale, enjoyed an 
im portant court victory 
l a s t 
week when on Friday, Nov. 3, 
the Superior Court of Riverside 
county affirm ed th e 
decision 
handed down in the local city 
court on November 29. 1938, 
and held th at W aller L. Holu- 
bar was guilly of constructing 
a building without 
complying 
w ith the city building code. 


Holubar w as arrested on Sept. 
19, 1938, after he had started con­ 
struction of a commercial garage 
building on South Indian avenue. 
He was charged with 
violating 
the city building code. 
Fined $101 
On November 29, 1938. he was 
found guilty by a jury in the lo­ 
cal city court and w as fined $101 
by Judge Albert R. Hoffman. 
Since that day in 
November, 
1938, Holubar has been in court 
several times in attem pts to have 
the verdict reversed.

Court last spring, and that court 
dismissed his appeal. 
Later he

Delyn Homaday, war correspond­ 
ent and lecturer, who spoke on 
the subject “Across China's Far 
Horizon" at the meeting of the 
Palm Springs Woman's Club. Ja­ 
panese soldiers are sex mad and 
fight mad, he said, telling of mas­ 
sacres against civilian popula­ 
tions and other atrocities which 
he witnessed. 
German Influence 
The influence of Germany and 
Italy in Japan were described by 
the speaker, who said that muni­ 
tions workers in 
that 
country' 
wear buttons upon 
which 
are 
shown the flags of Italy and Ja­ 
pan, with the swastika of 
Ger­ 
many. 
Germans in Japan 
are 
sold merchandise in the shops at 
half price quoted to the general 
public, Mr Hornaday said, telling 
of an experience in that 
l i n e 
which he had. 
. At Oaska there is a five-mile 
strjp devoted to munitions fac­ 
tories. 
Japan, Italy 
and 
G er­ 
many have established barter re­ 
lations, using Japan's 
consider­ 
able credit in the United States 
to provide all 
three 
countries 
with necessary money. 
Use U. S. Materials 
Declaring that he had absolute 
proof 
of 
his 
statements, 
Mr. 
Homaday claimed that materials 
being sent to the Orient from 
the United States, such as scrap ! 
iron, powder and airplanes, sent 
ostensibly for toy manufacture or 
transport use, can, and are being 
used for war materials by Japan. 
In describing an interview he 
obtained with 
Chiang Kai-Shek 
and his wife. Mr. Hornaday de­ 
clared that when the individual 
members of a certain group were 
unable 
to 
collect 
$25.000,000 
which was due to 
the 
United 
States to repay a loan, a broad­ 
cast was sent out and Chinese of 
all stations came voluntarily to 
have teeth which 
were 
filled 
with gold extracted, in order to 
secure sufficient gold.

Lauds Chinese 
The Chinese 
are 
people 
of 
high integrity and honor, he said, 
and thoroughly enjoy their close- 
knit family life. 
They see

need for hurry and bustle and are 
content to live as their 
fathers 
lived before them. 
Mr. Hornaday spoke of 
t h e 
close cooperation between Japan. 
Germany and Italy, saying that 
simultaneously 
with 
m o v e s 
against England and France by 
either Germany or Italy, Japan 
has made threats and taken ac­ 
tion against the same country in 
the Orient. 
“Dance of the W arrior Maiden" 
was depicted by Bo-Ching, tal­ 
ented Chinese dancer, and Chin­ 
ese melodics were played on the 
marimba by Mr. Hornaday. The 
speaker displayed many beautiful 
gam vnts, explaining the m ean­ 
ing of embroideries and 
colors.

IN THE NAME OF FAIR PLAY 
VOTE "YES” TUESDAY AT 
HIGH SCHOOL ELECTION 


We b elieve that Palm Springs should have the right to gov­ 
ern the operation of its ow n high schools; and therefore, we 
recom m end that the voters of Palm Springs and Cathedral City 
go to the polls on Tuesday, Nov. 14, and vote "YES" on the 
question "Shall a new high school district be formed from ter­ 
ritory w ithin the Banning U nion High School District of R iver­ 
side County." 
Banning's problem s and Palm s Springs' problems are en ­ 
tirely different. 
It seem s unfair to both, that these tw o com ­ 
m unities 25 m iles apart must be harnessed together. 
P a l m 
Springs doesn't w ish to tell Banning how to operate its schools, 
and by the sam e token w ould like the affairs of the Palm 
Springs high school put entirely in the hands of five Palm 
Springs trustees. 
The election next w eek is one of the m ost important in the 
history of Palm Springs. 
If the division of the district is voted 
dow n at this tim e, it may never be possible to hold another 
election on the subject. 
Palm Springs has desired to w ithdraw from the B anning 
U nion High School District and to form its ow n district for 
m any years. 
Not until Senator John Phillips' bill was passed 
by the State L egislature this year, how ever, w as it possible for 
an election to be held on the subject. 
This act provides that an 
election can be held "provided, that no such separation of school 
districts shall leave the rem aining part of the district from 
w hich the separation is being m ade with less than tw enty-five 
percent of the assessed valuation of the entire district." 
A t the 
rale Palm Springs and Cathedral City are grow ing, it m ay be 
that even w ithin one year from now this area m ay possess m ore 
than 75 percent of the assessed valuation of the entire district. 
It would not then be possible to hold an election. 
It w as very difficult to get the present enabling act through 
the S late Legislature, and it is quite possible that the L egisla­ 
ture would not pass another. 
This act w as passed expressely to 
m ake the division of the Banning Union H igh School D istrict 
possible. 
It w ill be necessary for every voter of this area to go to the 
polls Tuesday and vote "YES" if Palm Springs is to have its 
ow n high school district. 
It w ill also be necessary for Palm 
Springs to "pick up" a number of "YES" votes in Banning. 


At the special election last w eek Banning and Cabazon to ­ 
gether cast 1612 ballots. 
Palm Springs, Cathedral City, Garnet 
and Edom all together only cast 1351 votes. 
It has been learned 
here that a very heavy vote is expected at Banning and Cabazon 
so it is estim ated that Palm Springs and Cathedral C ity to ­ 
gether w ill have to cast w ell in excess of 1000 "YES" votes if 
the division is to be effected. 
SO GO TO THE POLLS T U E S­ 
DAY A N D VOTE "YES" FOR THE SPLIT OF THE HIGH 
SCHOOL DISTRICT.

The speaker discussed Prem ier 
Benito M ussolini’s rise to power 
in Italy, and how he brought o r­ 
der and regularity out of the 
chaos of disorganized 
post-w ar 
Italy. 
M ussolini’s w hole 
theory 
has been, according to Dr. Men­ 
denhall, that no people will dis­ 
cipline them selves. 
With this theory to w ork 
on, 
Mussolini began work by 
thor­ 
oughly disciplining his handful of 
followers. 
He explained how in 
due tim e Mussolini m arched 
to 
Rome w ith his 30.000 disciplined 
B lackshirts and installed him self 
as Prem ier. 
Stresses Discipline 


According to the speaker, when 
Mussolini is asked 
how 
about 
America, whose citizens 
appar­ 
ently discipline 
them selves, he 
states th at the U nited States has 
passed 
its 
zenith. 
Mussolini 
claims th at Am ericans laugh at 
their own laws and constitution, 
and that to build a lasting great 
nation the governm ent m ust dis­ 
cipline the people, as th e people 
won t discipline them selves. 
The speaker challenged t h a t 
perhaps the people of th e U nited 
States can’t discipline them selves. 
H e pointed out our apparent dis­ 
regard for traffic regulations, and 
how A m erican children learn to 
laugh at breaking speed laws. etc. 
He pointed out how crim inal law ­ 
yers m ake a m ockery of justice 
by defending successfully known 
lawless individuals. 
Dr. M enden­ 
hall criticized th e gangster pic­ 
ures, w hich teach young Amer- 
cans to adm ire pow erful gang 
ulers. 
The speaker stated th at when 
axation je ts beyond the willing- 
less to pay, som ething is bound 
o happen. 
C hallenges U. S. 


In closing Dr. M endenhall chal­ 
lenged th a t we can't 
build 
a 
dem ocracy on th e citizenry 
of 
th is country if the 
individuals 
h ave not enough self control. “If 
w e won’t discipline ourselves, a 
m an w ill come along w ho 
will 
discipline us,” he said. 
The U nited S tates was built by 
m en who could control and dis­ 
cipline them selves, such as 
the

Reason for Incorporation 


The m atter of having its own 
high school district was one of 
the chief issues which 
caused 
Palm Springs to incorporate. 
Two years ago available P.W.A. 
funds m ade it possible for Palm 
Springs to have its own 
high 
school w hen the district voted a 
$110,000 bond issue, to which was 
added $121,000 from P.W.A. 
Su­ 
perintendent G unnerson later ob­ 
tained $24,300 
additional 
from 
the P.W.A. 
Out of this fund. Banning re­ 
ceived a $170,000 high school and 
Palm Springs an $80,000 building. 
Thus 
Banning 
received 
more 
than the total bond issue, 
a n d 
Palm Springs about $30,000 less. 
The Palm Springs site, 
costing 
$8,000. 
was 
purchased 
out of 
funds on hand and later part of 
the property was sold to 
the 
Palm Springs elem entary school 
district for a junior high school. 


D ivide July 1 


The division would become ef­ 
fective at the beginning of the 
fiscal year, July 1. 1940, although 
w ithin a short tim e after the elec­ 
tion each district would have to 
elect its own high school trustees. 
The two high schools, however, 
would continue to function under 
the set-up now in effect 
until 
next July. 
The Palm Springs - Cathedral 
City area, w hich desires to w ith­ 
draw 
from the Banning 
Union 
High School District, has an as­ 
sessed valuation of $8,182,300 and 
pays 69.27 per cent of the total 
taxes of the district which is used 
to retire the bonded indebtedness 
and to help m aintain the 
two 
schools. 
The 
Banning-Cabazon- 
W hitew ater area, which 
would 
rem ain in the B anning district, 
has an assessed valuation of $3.­ 
631.080 and pays 30.73 per cent 
of the taxes.

Springs district now pays more 
than double the 
am ount 
that 
Banning pays. 
If the 
split is 
effected, this condition 
w o u l d 
continue to prevail until the pres­ 
ent total indebtedness is paid, for 
the enabling act provides speci­ 
fically that each of the separated 
district shall continue to be liable 
for its proportion of 
the

until it is paid, based on the as­

bonds become due. 


Must Pay Bonds 


Section 2.650 of the school laws, 
which the new 
act 
added 
to 
Chapter IX, P art I, Division II, 
by C hapter 769, Statutes 
1939. 
states: 
The territory w ithin a 
new 
high school district formed under 
the provisions of this article shall 
continue to be liable for the same 
proportion of the then outstand­ 
ing bonded indebtedness of the 
high school district from which 
the new high school district was 
formed as it would have 
been 
liable for had such new 
high 
school district not been formed.” 
The present assessed valuation 
of the entire district is $11,813,­ 
380, and the 1939-40 high school 
tax rate is 62 cents per $100 val­ 
uation, which will net the dis­ 
trict $73,243. 
Added to this it 
is estim ated the district will re ­ 
ceive 
$36.260 
from 
the 
state, 
based on approxim ately $90 per 
pupil for average daily 
atten d­
